creased wages to operatives. 
VV hat ever else may be said as to public ownership or 
public control of utilities, certainly the government offi­ 
cials have been generous in raising wage scales.

creased cost is passed on in percent age increases t<> the 
general public; any deficit remaining, should the rate in­ 
crease prove insufficient, is passed to the treasury hooks to 
be taken care of iii the future, possibly by an appropr'in-pTi 
tion. 
The general public, however, now since the urgent 
need of war work has passed, is unable to see any good 
reason for continuing public control of public utilities 
which thus far has resulted in less service and greater cost 
which must be met either in direct increases or in point 
blank appropriations of the public funds.

The sum-; already spent are 
appalling in their immensity. 
As long as war gave no

out launching out into new extravagances. 
M ay he. of course, we, the people, don’t know it all, 
hut that’s not the fault of tile people.

if they were told the facts.

No taint of dishonesty ha 
attached to any member for several years now and the 
people of the state had made up their minds that the old 
days of graft were gone forever. 
Now that the matter has become known, generally, 
it should he probed to the very hot tom and the rumors di- 
posed of by proof of fact, 
lf there is any guilt attaching 
the criminals should be brought to the bar of justice with 
a promptness and punishment meted out to them with a 
certainty that will be a lesson to them and an example 
to anyone who may. possibly, in the future mistakenly 
conclude that any member of Ohio’s General Assembly is 
“ susceptible.” 
The bribe giver as well as the one who offers a bribe 
is as guilty as the man who abuses the confidence of his 
constituents and converts a public trust into a subject to 
be bartered away for the money of those who have a sel­ 
fish purpose to serve. 
\Ve must keep up the high standard which has been 
so firmly established. 
Legislators must he honest and 
above suspicion else the government
